This is the concensus of 
opinion of the officials of the state 
department of education here. 
Of

bar of women teachers every year, but 
the number that fall victims to the 
wiles of Cupid is not very large in 
proportion. 
The profession ctf teaching does 
’.ose quite a few women instructors 
each year, as well as a number of men 
but there are other attractions that 
lure them away from their desks be­ 
sides marriage, school officials assert­ 
ed here today when questioned on the 
matter. 
The various 
professions 
besides 
teaching often open up to the instruc­ 
tor after he or she has gained a cer­ 
tain amount of education, is the con­ 
tention. 
A teacher that has received 
specialised training in biology, chem­ 
istry and the sciences, it is 
pointed 
out, does not have far to go to at­ 
tain a medical degree. This is noted 
as an example of how a teacher can 
branch out into one of the higher 
professions, as law, medicine 
and 
theology are sometimes termed. 
Another factor in a teacher taking 
up another profession is the amount 
of money that may be made in com­ 
parison with the amount paid instruc­ 
tors. It seems logical to believe that 
a teacher, expert in the teaching of 
accounting, would make an excellent 
office worker and could fill « posi­ 
tion paying an excellent wage. Along 
this line it may be seen that teachers 
of phychology would make good man­ 
agers, and so on indefinitely. 
It is certain that if a teacher, can 
teach a subject, they should be able 
to put the rudiments of the subject 
into practice, officials stated.
